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NGLAND 1S. PLEASED 


ELECTION OF TAFT IS REGARDED 
AS GOOD POLICY. 


The British Press Apparently Re- 
flects the Popular Opinion That 
the United States Will Now Enter 
Upon Another Long Period of 


Prosperity. 

London.—From the British point of 
view the election of W. H. ‘Taft is 
evidence that the American people 
are not disposed to make experiments 
with the presidency. Also, from sel- 
fish considerations, the Englishman 
is much inclined to approve of the 
victory of the Republican party, for 
he thinks it spells prosperity for him. 
The Daily Telegraph expresses this 
view when it says: “With Balkan 
troubles threatening, with a war scare 
from time to tiine, and with  conftid- 
ence in home undertakings absolute- 
ly shattered by the present govern: 
ment, it looks much as if we shall 
have to turn to America to obtain 
a revival of business activity.” 

The opinion expressed everywhere 
is that the United States is now sure 
to enter upon another long period of 
prosperity. The size of the Taft vote 
is taken to show that the American 
public has entire confidence in his 
ability to lead them, and it is believed 
that England will surely benefit to a 
large extent by the reawakening to 
activity in such prodigious things as 
the American industries. The lighter 
side of the wind-up of the campaign 
has been given great space in all the 
London papers from the Times down. 


Taft’s Cabinet Selected. 

Chicago, Il1l:—Frank H. Hitchcock, 
of Massachusetts, for postmaster-gen- 
eral; Elihu Root, New York, secretary 
of state; George Von L. Meyer, of 
Massachusetts, secretary of the treas- 
ury; Gen. Luke EK. Wright, of Ten- 
nessee, secretary of war; William 
Loeb, jr., of New York, secretary of 
the navy; James Rudolph Garfield, 
of Ohio, secretary of the interior; 
Frank B. Kellogg, of Minnesota, at- 
torney-general; James Wilson, of 
Iowa, secretary of agriculture; Osear 
Strauss, of New York, secretary of 
commerce and labor, is the cabinet 
announced, 

While it is not consistent with news- 
paper ethies and not in accord with 
the precedent established decades ago 
that the president, or president-elect, 
should be quoted, this announcement 
became official as the forecast of the 
cabinet that will be appointed by 
President-elect Taft. This statement 
gains credence because it comes from 
his most intimate friends. 

Fisheries Being Depleted. 

Vancouver, B. C.— The Board of 
Trade has addressed strong resolu- 
tions to Ottawa regarding the impor- 
tance of conserving and protecting the 
halibut fisheries of the Pacific coast. 
H. H. Watson declared that the hali- 
but was absolutely depleted, that the 
few fish now being caught weighed 
only from ten to twelve pounds, 
whereas a few years ago they weighed 
tifty to sixty pounds. This is due to 
the rapid depletion of the fisheries 
because of the invasion of American 
poachers. It is declared that one hun- 
dred and thirty vessels are now 
poaching in Canadian waters, Last 
vear 39,000 tons of halibut were caught 
in Canadian waters and were shipped 
east from Seattle, as against 13,000 
tons from Vancouver.

Lesson VIII.—Fourth Quarter. 
For Nov. 22, 1908. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings i, 32-40, 
50-53—Memory Verses, 39, 40—Golden 
Text, | Chron. xxviii, 9—Commentary

“Whatsoever the Lord pleased, that 
did He in heaven and in earth, in the 
seas and all deep places” (Ps, cxxxv, 
6). “The Most High ruleth in the king- 
dom of meu and giveth it to whomso- 
ever He will. He doeth according to 
His will in the army of heaven and 
among the inhabitants of the earth” 
(Dan. iv, 32, 35). Even when our Lord 
was crucified Herod and Pilate and the 
people of Israel did what the hand and 
counsel of the Lord determined before 
to be done (Acts iv, 27, 28). So It {fs al- 
ways, through good men and bad men, 
and even the devil, and through good 
men who often act unwisely, God is 
ever working out His eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord (Eph. tii, 11), He who sees and 
declares the end from the beginning 
says, “My counsel shall stand, and I 
will do all My pleasure” (Isa, xlvi, 10; 
Ps, xxxiii, 10, 11). Men are left free 
to do as they choose and are guilty if 
they do wrong, but God is ever work- 
ing out His purpose in spite of every- 
thing and every one who may be set 
against Him, 

Thus we see it in our lesson today. 
David being old, one of his sons, Ado- 
nijah, whom he had never displeased 
by even asking him why he did any- 
thing, exalted himself to be the king, 
though he knew that the Lord had 
given the throne to his brother Solo- 
mon, and Joab, who wis David's chief, 
and Abiathar, the priest, whom David 
had so protected und made one with 
him, followed Adonijah (I Kings 1, 5- 
7; ii, 15). It does not seem so strange 


that spoiled boys, like Absalom and 
Adonijah, should be so desperately 
wicked, but to see a_ priest like 


Abiathar joining him is perplexing. It 
seems so easy to turn from what is 
right and do the wrong thing. 

There were some who remained 
faithful to David, such as Nathan, the 
prophet; Zadok, the priest; Benaiah, the 
son of Jehoiada, one of David's mighty 
men who slew a liou in a pit in snow 
time, and also an Egyptian with the 
man's own speur, and did = many 
mighty acts (11 Sam. xxiii, 20-23; [

pletely seen in Jesus as the Son of 
David (lsu. ix, 6, 7: Jer xxiii, 5, 6; 
Luke f, 31-39). Then sat Solomon 


upon the throne of David, his father, 
and his) kingdom was established 


greatly (Kings if, 12), or as it is writ- 
ten in IT Chron, xxix, 23, "Then Solo- 
tnmon sat on the throne of the Lord 


as king instead of David, his father, 
and prospered, und all Israel obeyed 
him.’ No throne but this was ever 
called the throne of the Lord. The 
days come when the same city, Jerusa- 
lem, shall be called the throne of the 
Lord and all the nations shall be gath- 
ered unto it, to the uame of the Lord 
to Jerusalem (ler. iii, 17), David's 
charge to Solomon in chapter fi and in 
I Chron, xxviii is worthy of being 
laid up in the heart. Note specially 
these words: "Know thou the God of 
thy father and serve Him with a perfect 
heart and with a willing mind, for the 
Lord searcheth all bearts and under- 
standeth all the imaginations of the 
thoughts” «cb Chron, xxviii, 9. 

For over twenty years | have found 
special blessing iu these. That expres- 
sion, “the iniagination of the 
thoughts,” is found again io chapter 
XXiX, 18, and again sad contrast in 
Gen, vi, 5, [low deeply God searches 
pot only the heart, but the thoughts of 
the heart, and somehow, back of that, 
the imagination of the thoughts! How 
much and how continually we need the 
precious blood which cleanseth from 
all sin! In the last chapter of IT Sam, 
we find a word from Duvid in verse 24 
which is worthy of application to all 
believers, “Neither will | offer burnt 
offerings unto the Lord my Geekef that 
which doth cost me nothing.” And 
this was in connection with the pur- 
chase of the place where the temple 
was afterward builded (If Chron, ill, 
1). It was also the place where Abra- 
ham had offered up his son Isaac, and 
the great thought is redemption by a 
costly sacrifice. In David's abondant 
preparation for the temple which he 
was not ullowed to build we see a 
manifestation of that zeal which he 
prayed that Solomon might have. He 
said, “I have prepared with all my 
might for the house of my God, * * ® 
because I have set my affection to the 
house of my God," Yet with all the 
millions which he gave he snid, “All 
things come of ‘Thee, and of Thine own 
have we giver Shee” (1 Chron. xxix, 
2, 3. 14),

COMMISSIONER OF P&cSS. 


Lord Minto to Revive the Office In 


India. 
Lord Minto, in his capacity of vice- | 
roy of India, is about to revive the | 


office of commissioner of the press at 
Caleutta, which was created by the 
late Lord Lytton in 1877, with a salary 
of $20,000 a year, and suppressed on 
the score of ill-advised economy four 
years afterwards, aecording to a story 


irom the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


Lord Lytton’s aim in calling this 
offiee into life was to furnish the 
native press with constant, timely 


and accurate information in order to 
minimize its ignorant and uninstruct- 
ed criticism of the Government and 
of the latter’s measures.' 
The press commissioner was, as long 
he lasted, the recognized inter: 
mediary between the Government and 
the press, the editors being informed 
that he was authorized to address 
them on behalf of the Government, 
and also to reecive any reply to al) 
enquiries and complaints, 

Since the suppression of the com- 
missionership, the native editor has 
been placed in a position of much 
difficulty, and has suffered from many 
disabiljties. 

Rarely possessed of any personal 
acquaintance with the high officials 
of the land, he has been ignorant of 
the real opinions and of the modes ot 
thought of the ruling class. If a ru- 
mor reached him there has been ab- 
solutely no means by which he could 
assure himself of its truth or falsity. 
If‘he misunderstood or misinterpret- 
ed the meaning or motive of any pub- 
lic measure there has been no one to 
give him even a hint of his mistake, 
or from whom he could derive the 
slightest aid to a better understand- 
ing. 

For in India there is no Parliament 
from the debates of which he might 
learn some of the curious bearings of 
public questions, no right of inter. 
pellation, from which to obtain even 
the shadowy outline of truth regard- 
ing a fact or measure, 

Since the days of Lord Lytton the 
organs of the native press have enor- 
mously inereased in number through- 
out India, and at their doors lies the 
principal native unrest and discon- 
tent, 

Lord Minto and his advisers at Cal- 
eutta have come to the conclusion 
that while some of the antagonism of 
the vernacular press of India is attri- 
butable to race hatred and to sedition, 
@ still greater part of it may be ascrib- 
ed to ignorance, which a revival of 
the office of press commissioner will 
be caleulated to dispel. 


GIRL COLONISTS. 


Servants and Wives For Australia Sail 
From London. 

A short time ago about 50 servant 
girls left London on the steamship 
Geelong, of the Blue Anchor line, for 
Sydney and ether parts of Australia. 
Every month nearly 100 young wo- 
men leave England for New Sc®éh 
Wales, being assisted for their pas- 
sages by the Government; but, apart 
from these parties, many others leave 
England for happier lives in Austra- 
lia. There are many reasons why 
New South Wales proves so attractive 
to these strong and healthy British 
lasses. The first is undoubtedly that, 
owing to the greater number of males 
there, the prospects of marriage are 
distinctly good. Secondly, there is a 
dearth of domestic servants, and sub- 
stantial wages are offered. It is stat- 


as 


ed at the agent-general’s office the 
conditions of life for servant girls in 
New South Wales are much easier. 


Less restriction is imposed on them; 
they have considerably more liberty 
than in England, and are much better 
treated. Then, again, they are paid 
higher wages. An ordinary general 
servants receives $2.50 to $3.50, and 
in some cases as much at $4.25, a 
week, in addition to board and lodg- 
ing. Cooks get in hotels from $5 ta 
$6.25 a week, and in private houses 
from $3.75 to $5, cook-laundresses 
earn from $3.75 to $5 weekly, and 
laundresses received $4.25 to $5. Not 
infrequently these girls receive p'o- 
posals of marriage from young farm- 
ers of good position, and the life- 
story of many a British servant girl 
who has ventured out to Australia 
would reveal, if it were told, a ro- 
mantic union which has led to fame 
or prosperity. The passage costs them 
only $15, and generally situations are 
found for them as seon as they arrive.

PREHISTOF.IC MOUNDS. 


Toronto Professor Has Been Investi- 
gating Relics at Souris, Man. 


Man., Plaindealer says 
Our visitor of last summer, Prof 
Montgomery, curator of the museurn 
of the University of Toronto, has been 
again pursuing his archaeological ex- 
plorations among the Mound Builders 
of the Souris Valley during the past 
seven weeks, summer he sue: 
ceeded in making a‘large and valu. 
able collection of the remains, but he- 
fore completing his report) he has 
spent another period making exam 
ination of the Souris mounds. This 
year he opened fourteen mounds, 
three earthern enclosures and several 
long, wide earthen ridges or embank- 
ments. This entails a tremendous 
amount of careful work with work- 
men, teams and serapers, because the 
mounds are of great size and contain 
immense quantities of earth, 

The explorations on this o¢easion 
were not so fruitful of relies, but 
many illuminating facts were discov- 
ered. The professor added to his col- 
lection a number of human skeletons, 
a bone comb made of the leg bone 
of a buffalo, an earthern pipe, flint 
knife blades, flint arrow points, bone 
knives, bone awls, and two kinds of 
marine shell beads that originally 
came by means of traffic, from the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The mounds that have been exam- 
ined are situated on the North Antler 
Creek at Sourisford, and are scatter- 
ed along the valley for five miles. 
There still remains a number that 
have not been opened, 

A Neutral Zone, 

Probably in order to avoid possible 
disputes in remote districts, the Gov- 
ernment has received a request from 
the Imperial Government to reserve 
a strip sixty feet wide on the British 
Columbia side of the international 
boundary.

Of course in all cases where land 
has actually been alienated right up 
to the boundary, the proprietors will 
not be disturbed, but no such grants 
will be made in the future, Mining 
locations, farms and so forth on the 
boundary line have in the past proved 
to be a fruitful source «/ dispute, and 
not infrequently, owing to careless 
surveying, an owner, has found out 
later that part of his possessions lie 
in the United States, or in Canada, 
as the case may be, with the result 
that he loses title to part of his land. 

Geyser In Yukon, 

A geyser has broken out on Eldor- 
ado, just below Bay Guleh, Yukon, 
according to ady.ces from Dawson, 
and is throwing three-fourths of a 
sluicehead of water, with no promise 
of cessation It has been running 
six weeks without diminution, and 
the miners are beginning to predict 
that it will continue and will form 
an immense glacier, The origin of 
this glacier is unknown.

been done on the ground, is a mys- 
tery. Were the water to appear on 
some ground where good pay exists

WOULDi.’T BE BEATEN. 


Edmonton Settler Defied Fate With a 
Piece of a Stove. 


Not long ago a settler in the Ed- 
aonton district lost everything by 
prairie fire, says a writer in a west- 
arn magazine. His grain and stock, 
nis shack and stable, his fences and 
tinplements, all were wiped out. A 
prosperous farm was converted in a 
few hours into a Sahara of grey ashes, 
with nothing left but the ruins of a 
sook stove left on the flat prairie floor 
to show that it had once been a hu- 
man habitation. This Edmonton set- 
tler didn’t sit stunned and dazed over 
the ruins. He walked three miles to 
a neighbor and borrowed a team and 
wagon, Then he took a piece of his 
broken stove top for a spade, and 
driving to a neighboring coulee, where 
hundreds and hundreds of beautiful 
Alberta ferns grew wild he grubbed 
out a wagonload of these ferns and 
teamed them into Edmonton, The 
people of that opulent young north- 
ern city may or may not have had 
nn inkling of what had befallen him. 
But at any rate, the homeless settler 
sold his whole wagon load of fern 
roots for a dollar apiece, and turned 
around and bought a tent and a tin 
stove for $5, from the grandson of an 
English earl who refused to live any 
longer in a country where he couldn’t 
buy “Honey-Dew” tobacco, and the 
shooting was getting worse every sea- 
son. The fern seller then drove home 
with a pocketful of money and a de- 
termination to start life over again, 
You feel that he ought to have a 
brass plate on his door when he dies— 
at least, you feel that way at first, 
when you think of him grubbing out 
those coulee ferns with a broken stove 
top. But Canada would run out of 
the supply if she gave every western- 
er of kindred spirit a monument, for 
there are thousands of them, They 
are the men who are making us a 
nation,” 


OLDEST PREACHER DIES. 


Rev. Alex. Mans, of London Colored 
Baptists, Was 118 Years Old. 


The oldest Canadian preacher pass- 
ed quietly away at the Aged People’s 
Home in London, Ont., recently, in 
the person of Rev, Alexander Mans, 
who had just attained the 118th year 
of his age, and who was for many 
years minister of the Horton Street 
Baptist Church. 

The long years of Rey. Mr, Mans’ 
life have been eventful ones indeed. 
He has seen the change of a great 
country once his own. He watched 
the uniting of the Confederate States 
of America with those of the North, 
and the freeing of the race to which 
he belonged. 

Born in the southern states, of slave 
parents, Rev. Mr. Mans grew up in 
slavery. After attaining the age of 
manhood, Rev. Mr. Mans’ masters 
had to sell their plantation, and he 
with the other slaves was auctioned 
off to the highest bidder. His new 
home turned out to be an unhappy 
one, and from that time Mr. Mans 
began to think about escaping to 
Canada, the land of promise for the 
slaves. At this time the underground 
railway was the means adopted to 
help these unfortunate beings, and 
one night he stole from his cabin 
and, with the help of those freedom- 
loving and freedom-abetting citizens, 
reached Canada. This was some sixty 
years ago, and ever since this time 
Rev. Mr. Mans has resided in and 
about London, 


Long Sealing Trips. 

To hunt for new sealing grounds in 
“all the seven seas”’ is the mission 
on which A. J. Bechtel of Victoria, 
B. C., has just dispatched his schoon- 
er, the Beatrice [., Corkum, from 
Halifax. The cruise will last for the 
hext two years. 

Mr. Bechtel arrived on the coast re- 
cently from the east, where he fitted 
out and prepared the vessel for her 
long cruise. He has hitherto, in com- 
mon with all the other sealing mas- 
ters, confined his attention to the 
seals in the north Pacifie Ocean and 
in Behring Sea, and his new move 
is a fresh indication that the days of 
the seal herds in that part of the 
world are numbered and new grounds 
must be found for the hunters if the 
very expensive equipment of the sev- 
eral companies is to be kept em- 
ployed. 

A similar trip to that outlined for 
the Corkum will be made by the Ag- 
nes G. Donahue, owned by Capt. Bal- 
cum, of Victoria. Mr, Bechtel says 
that the schooner will practically 
cruise around the world in search of 
new sealing grounds. 


Pushing Northward, 

The shack of the settler is appear- 
ing farther and farther north in On- 
tario, and the last townsite to be sur- 
veyed into lots is where the ational 
Transcontinental Railway qrosses the 
Abitibi river, It is seven miles east of 
Cochrane, the junetion point of the

site, and he believes that the settle- 
ment there, which will probably be 
called Abitibi, has great possibilities, 
For a hundred miles up the Abitibi 
and for some distance along the Black 
river there are valuable areas of pulp 
and timber, and in the immediate 
vieinity of the townsite there is good 
farming land, The Transeontinental 
bridge at the point is 840 feet long 
and 94 feet above the water, They ex- 
pect to have thains running from 
Abitibi to Frederick House by Christ 
mas,

CREATOR OF SHERLOCK HOLMES 
LEADS QUIET LIFE. 


Writer Describes Visit to Country 
Residence of Novelist and His 
Charming Wife—Their Habby Is 


Gardening and Writer Himself Is 
a Thoroughly Athletic Type and Is 
a keen Billiard Player. 


A writer in a recent issue of a 
Canadian paper thus describes a visit 
to the home of Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, the novelist: 

It is a long, red-roofed house, with 
pointed gables and shingle front, shel- 
tered by a patch of woodland and 
standing in the midst of a great ex- 
panse of open country, with a distant 
glimpse of the sea near Beachy Head. 
The garden looked lovely with gay 
flower-beds and green lawns, and | 
found the famous author just retiring 
to the house for a rest aiter an after- 
noon’s weeding, and Lady Conan 
Doyle also had been busy in the rose 
garden, Both make a hobby of gar- 
dening, and since their marriage last 
year have devoted much time and 
thought tothe planning of the grounds 
of their country home. Lady Conan 
Doyle, who is the novelist’s second 
wife, is a beautiful and accomplished 
woman, and her charming taste is re- 
flected throughout the house. 

Conan Doyle, fresh froin his outdoor 
exercise, looked the picture of vigor- 
ous manhood. He is a little over six 
feet in height, well-knit, powerful and 
robust, and in the prime of manhood. 
His face is ruddy and bronzed, his 
brown hair and imperial moustache 
are streaked with grey, and his steel- 
blue eyes twinkle with a kindly ligt. 
He has the breezy manner of a man 
who loves to be out under the winds 
of heaven. He plays cricket and golf, 
and at one time hunted and rode, but 
has become a keen motorist, and_pre- 
fers that mode of locomotion. He is 
essentially a man of action: there is

nothing of the literary recluse about, 
him, and, though all the world has 
acclaimed him as a prince of detec- 
tive story writers, his personality 
strikes me as much more akin to the 
adventurous soldiers of fortune which 
he depicts in “The White Company” 
than to, the deductive, introspective 
Sherlock Holmes. The secret is not 
far to find: Conan Doyle has many 
soldier ancestors; one distinguished 
himself in the Irish wars of William 
III., and five fought at Waterloo, one 
of them, Sir Dennis Pach, command- 
ing the Highland brigade on that 
great day. Conan Doyle has not him- 
self been without stirring adventure. 
Before he took his medical diploma 
at Edinburgh University he spent 
eight months whaling in the Green- 
land seas, and at the outbreak of the 
Boer war he volunteered to go out, 
and acted as honorary senior physi- 
cian to Langman’s Field Hospital. 

“Windlesham” was not built for 
the novelist, but has been beautified 
and enlarged by him. The house is 
two-storied, and the rooms low-ceil- 
inged, but spacious. The principa! 
apartment is the music-room, which 
was specially added to the house for 
Lady Conan Doyle, who is very musi- 
cal, and has a beautiful mezo-soprane 
voice, It is also in part a_billiard- 
room, as the novelist is a keen bil- 
liard player. Round the walls are 
sketches by Chas. Doyle, the nove- 
list’s father, and in one corner is a 
case containing the different trans- 
lations of “The Cause and Conduct 
of the Boer War,” in nearly every 
known language and in many strange 
dialects. Conan Doyle devoted _ the 
profits of the 300,000 copies sold in 
Great Britain to the translation and 
circulation of other editions whict 
might influence the public opinion of 
other countries. Tt was shortly after 
the publication of this book that the 
author was knighted. 

The authors who have most influ- 
enced Conan Doyle are Macaulay. 
Scott, Gibbon and Charles Reade, and 
he says that if he were to choose on» 
book | from umongst his  treasure« 
which had given him most pleasure 
and most profit it would be Macau- 
lay’s ‘‘Essays,’”’ and he attributes his 
first taste for historical romance to 
Macaulay's “Lays,” particularly ‘Ho- 
ratius,”’ which he used to recite to 
his mother when quite a little chap 
She was an Irish lady of literary and 
artistic tastes, and considerably in- 
fluenced her son’s career. From her 
he got his gift of story-telling. Conan 
Doyle regards ‘The Cloister and the 
Hearth” as our greatest historical 
novel, and places “Tyanhoe” second 
and “Esmond” third. To the writings 
of Edgar Allan Poe he attributes the 
impulse towards the writing of detec- 
tive stories which resulted in ‘The 
Adventures of Sherlock Holmes.”
